When the reserovir is full, as it 
about the end of June, the 
water level of the surface is 144 
feet above sea'level, At present it

During the weekend he 
believes that several inches was 
added to the water level, because 
of the heavy rain, Monday, which 
was dry and bright, meant a loss of 
about 10 million gallons of water, 
he said, due to evaporation.

Chapter 1082 of the Acts of 1972, signed by the Governor in November of that 
year, provides that fire and police chiefs shall receive no less than twice the 
salary of the highest man in their department, if 20 or more persons are in that 
department. In towns where the departments number from 13 to 19 men the 
chief is to receive 1.8 times the salary of the highest paid individual, and where 
there are 12 or less men the salary is to be 1% times the salary of the highest paid
